Upon his Arrival at Briſtol, he deliver'd his Com- 
miſſion to the Magiſtrates of that City, where the Let- 


ters were publickly read; and to encourage Men to 


engage in his Service, he made ample” Promiſes of 
Lands and Eſtates, to fuch who offer*d themſelves and 
would affift him in the Expedition againſt his Ene- 
mies, who had invaded his Province, and robb'd him

From the ſaid Prince he had the Aſſiſtance of Ro- 
bert Fitz-Stephen, (who was Governor of the Caſtle 
of Cardigan, and Anceſtor to the Barrys of Cork) to 
whom and his Heirs for ever, he confirm'd the Town 
ot Wexford, as a Reward for his Service, in re-eſta- 
bliſhing him in his Dominions- 

Thus the King of Leinſter, having ſucceſsfully ma- 
naged his Solicitations among the Engliſh aud Welch, 
went into Ireland, and concealed himſelf at Fearna, 
till Robert Eitz-Stephen landed with 30 Knights, 60 
Eſquires, and 300 Foot Soldiers; and then putting 
himſelf at the Head of 500 Horſe, whom he had in 
Readineſs, he joined the Engliſh, and beſieged Wex- 
ford, which immediately ſurrender'd; and after that 
marching with his Forces towards the Territories ol 
Oſſory, Ponaugh (the King thereof) ſent him Hoſta- 
ges, as a Teſtimony of his Submiſſion. 

By this Time the whole Kingdom was alarm'd with 
the Succeſs of Dermot and his auxiliary Engliſn; 
and Maurice Fitz-Gerald (who afterwards ettled 
in Ireland, and became the Anceſtor to the Earls 
of Kildare and Deſmond) landing with 10 Knights, 
30 Eſquires, and 100 Foot, Dermot laid Siege to the 
= of Dublin, which alfo ſurrender'd, and paid him

This continu'd Courſe of Succeſs ſo much animated 
the King of Leinſter, that he entertain'd Hopes of be- 
ing Monarch of the whole Iſle, and reſolved to make 
an Attempt upon the Throne; and thereupon he im- 
mediately apply'd to Richard Strangbow, Earl of Pem- 
broke, requeſting him to come over to his Aſſiſtance, 
with the Forces he 2 him, and engaged, that 
the Conditions, on his Part, ſhould be fu fled, and 
that he was ready to ſettle the Crown of Leinſter upon 
him and his Heirs, after his Deceaſe.

The King accepted theſe Terms, and quickly follow- 
ed the Earl, attended with 500 Knights, beſides a ſele& 
Army of Horſe and Foot, and having landed at Water- 
ford, in the ſaid Year 1172, and tarried there ſome 
Time, he thence marched to Dublin, where all the petty 
Kings and great Lords of Ireland came and paid him 
Homage, ſwore Fealty, and ſubmitted to his Authort- 
rity, as did afterwards Roderick King of Connaught; 
and thus a Peace was concluded before the Nobility of 

After the King had fettled his Affairs in Ireland, he 
return'd into his own Dominions, leaving Hugh de 
Lacy with 20 Knights in Meath, and the Soldiers in 
proper Garriſons for the Defence of the Country, and 

ftow'd upon the ſaid Hugh the County of Meath, and 
confirm*d it by his Royal Grant to his Poſterity. | 

To Robert Fitz-Stephen, and Maurice Fitz-Gerald, 
he gave the Command of the City of Dublin, allowing 
them 20 Knights for Guard; and to William de Al- 
delmel, Philip de Haſtings, and Robert de Bruis, at- 
r by 20 Knights, he left the Government of 
Wexford.

Fit z-Gerald, Earl of Kildare, and Baron 
of Ophaley, premier Earl of the Kingdom 
of Ireland, | 
Created Baron of Ophaley in the 
— County of Kildare, Anno 1205, the Sixth 
ot King John, aad Earl of the Town of Kildare May 4, 
1316, he Ninth of Edward II. | 
The Genealogy of this ancient and honourable Fa- 
mily, dignified as above, for their good Services in the 
Conqueſt of Ireland, is R educed from Otho, 
a noble Baron in Italy, deſcended from the Great 
Duke of Tuſcany, and has flouriſhed in ſundry Ages, 
in the moſt renow'd Countries of Europe, one of the

He was born in the City of Canterbury, October the 
d, 1566, and brought up in Bennet's College, Cam- 
Dales. from whenc2 he became a Student in the 
Middle Temple, London, and afterwards was Clerk 
to Sir Roger Manwood, Lord Chiet Baron of the Ex- 
chequer; but at length reſolving to travel, he directed 
his Courſe to Ireland, where he arrived June 23, 1588 
and marrying Joan, one of the two Daughters an 
Coheirs to William Apſlzy of Limerick, Eſq; with her 
had a conſiderable Fortune, and by her one Child, 
of which ſhe dy'd, and the Infant (a Boy) was buri- 
ed 1 the ſame Time, and in the ſame Grave with his 

When God had thus far bleſs'd him with a reaſona- 
ble Fortune, he was complain'd of to Queen Elizabeth, 
by ſome who envy'd his riſing Greatneſs, who, among 
other Things, charged him to be a Luſpefed Papiſt ;

And as by the ſame Letters Patent that he created 
orogh O Bryen Earl of Thomond tor Life, he alſs 
appoinred the ſaid Minor, Donogh, to be Earl of Tho- 
mond during his Life, from and atter the Death of his 
Uncle Morogh ; he for the preſent was created Baron 
of Ibrican to him and his Heirs Male; which Title of 
Earl the ſaid Donogh enjoy'd after the Death of his 
Uncle. But in King Edward the VIth's Time he ſur- 
rendered the Letters Patent whereby he was created 
Earl of Thomond for Life; the King granted in return, 
by another Patent, the Earldom of Thomond to him 
and his Heirs Male.

mond were excepted from Pardon, and Oliver Crom- 
well bringing over a mighty Force with him, obliged 
them to fly ro France, where the Lord Inchiquin was 
made Lieutenant General of the French King's Army, 
and upon the Conqueſt of Catalonia he was appointed 
Vice-Roy of it. 

From whence, being order'd to command the Troops 
ſent ro aſſiſt the Portugueſe upon their Revolt from 
Spain, he with his eldeſt Son and all his Family were 
taken by an Algerine Corſaire, which occaſioned the 
ſeading of Count Shomberg in his Place, who after- 
wards happily effected that Affair. 

Lord Inchiquin having purchaſed his own, and his 
Son's and Family*s Liberty from the Algerines, 1e- 
turned into France, and upon the Reſtoration of the 
Royal Family he came into England with King Charles 
the Second, and was created by him Earl of Inchiquin 
in 1660, and his Lordſhip having married Elizaberh, 
Daughter to Sir William St. Leger, Lord Preſident of 
Munſter, by her had William the 2d Earl, who in the 
Engagement with the Algerine Corſair had one of his 
Eyes {hot outs | 

He alſo had two more Sons, Charles and John, and 
four Daughters. Charles O Bryen was killed at the 
Siege of Maſtricht, died unmarried, and John died 
without Iflue. One of the Daughters married the Lord 
Brittas, another Sir Richard Southwell of the Coy 
of Limerick, Lady Mary, the third Daughter, was fir 
married to Henry Boyle,of Caſtle-Martyr in the Coun- 
ry of Cork, ſecond Son to Roger Earl of Orrery, aud

Earl Morough afterwards return'd into Ireland, to 
ſettle his own private Affairs, and dying was interr*d 
in the Cathedral Church of Limerick, which, with 
pn of Caſhel and Killaloe, had been built by bis An- 
ceſtors.

William, the zd Earl, ſerv'd in the Army under 
King William II. both in Ireland and Flanders, and 
by him was made Governor of the Royal Fort and 
Town of Kinſale. In Queen Anne's Reign he com- 
manded a Regiment of Foot. He married Mary Vil- 
liers, youngeſt Siſter to the firſt Earl of Jerſey, by 
whom he had three Sons and two Daughters; William 
Lord O Bryen married the TT Anne Hamilton, 
Daughter to the Earl of Orkney; Charles died a Lieu- 
tenant of a Man of War without Iſſue; and James, 
who was a Captain of Foot, married Miſs Mary Jeph- 
fon, by whom he has ſeveral Children. Lady Mary 
O Bryen married the Earl of Kildare, and Lady Har- 
riot Robert Sandford, Eſq; of Caſtlereagh in the 
County of Roſcommon. 

This 3d Earl, after labouring many Years under the 
Gout, which brought ſeveral other Diſorders on him, 
died, at his Seat at Roſtellan in the County of Cork,

Summon'd to Parliament as Lord of Muſkerry in 
the County of Cork, in 1495, the 1oth of Henry VII, 
Baron of Blarney in the ſame County, by Summons, 
20 Elize and created Viſcount of Muſkerry, and Earl 
of Clancarty, in 1660, the 12th of Charles II.

Created Baron of Broghill in the County of Cork, 
February 28, 1626, the 2d of Charles I. Earl of Or- 
rery in the {ame County, September 5, 1660, the 12th 
of Charles II. (Iriſh Honours) and Baron of Marſton 
in the County of Ssomerſet, (Engliſh Honour) Sept. 10, 
1711, the 19th of Queen Anne. 

The Deſcent of this noble and ſpreading Family, the 
Reader may find under the Title of Boyle Earl of 
Cork; and that Richard, the firſt Earl of that Name, 
marrying Catharine, only Daughter to fir Jeffrey Fen- 
ton, Kr. (principal Secretary of state, and one of the 
Privy Council in Ireland) by her had ſeven Sons, 
whereof Richard was Earl of Cork and Burlington, 
and Roger was Earl of Orrery. 

He wrote ſeveral fine Plays, among which was that 
of Muſtapha, Son of Solyman the Magnificent, efteem'd

one of the fineſt Performance in the laſt. Century; 
and in 1644, he was Governor of Limerick. | 

In 1650, he was created Earl of Orrery, and was 
one of the Lords Juſtices, and Preſident of Munſter 3 
and in 1663, obtain'd a Patent for Markets and Fairs, 
to be held for ever in his two Villages of Rathgogan 
and Ballymatra and afterwards (to him and his Heirs) 
procured the ſaid two Places to be erected into Bo- 
roughs, with the Nomination of Recorders, Town- 
Clerks, Clerks of the Marker, and other Officers, and 
_ they return four Members to Parliament in Ire- 
land, 

He marry'd the Lady Margaret, third Daughter to 
Theophilus Howard, Earl of Suffolk, and by her had 
two Sons and four Daughters; whereof, Carharine 
was marry'd to Richard Bret, Eſq; and dy'd on the 
zd of Sep:ember, 1681, in the 28th Year of her Age; 
Elizabeth to Folliot Wingfield, Viſcount Powerſcourt, 
and dy'd in 1709, without Iflue ; — to 
Moor, Earl of Drogheda; and Mary to William O 
Brien, the 2d Earl of Inchiquin. 

Of the Sons, who were Roger and Henry, the ſat- 
ter was a Lieutenant Colonel, and dy'd in 1691, leav- 
ing Iſſue by Mary his Wife, Daughter to Murovgh 
O Brien, Earl of Inchiquin, four Sons and two Daugh- 
ters; Elizabeth, marry'd in 1707, to Brettridge Bad- 
ham of the County of Cork, Eſd; and Margaret to 
Joſeph Dean of the County of Meath, Eſq; and of the 
Sons, which were Roger, Henry, Charles, and Wil-

From his great Capacity, and the Large- 
neſs of his Income, he was call'd by the great Earl of 
Strafford, then Depury of Ireland, Sir Philip Perceive- 
all, and Sir Philip Receive-all, to which his Enemies 
added Deceive-all, tho? no Man ever bore a more un- 
blemiſh*d Character, but extremely obnoxious to the

(ro hinder the greater Effuſion of Chriſtian Blood 
was referr'd to two Champions to decide. The Frenc 
Champion was ready, but none of King John's Sub- 
jets would anſwer the Challenge: Upon which, the 
King was inform'd, that John de Courcy, late Earl 
of Ulſter, who was then a Priſoner in the Tower of

Scotland, Myles his Heir and Succeſſor. 3 
Myles who ſucceeded, was one of the Bail or Sure- 
ties for his Father's Fidelit , On his being releas'd out 
of the Tower, in order to fight the French Champion, 
as appears in the Records of the fourth Year of King 
Jobn in the ſaid Tower, He was kept out of the 
| arldom of Ulſter by Hugh de Lacy, who had a Grant 
of it from King John, on taking Earl John, and ſend- 
Ing him Priſoner to London ; for on Myles's claiming 
the Earldom after his Father's Death, the ſaid Lig 
reply'd, that he would maintain King John's la 
Grant of it to himſelf, ſince Earl John neyer return d 
into Ireland to reverſe his Outlawry ; and the ſaid 
Lacy being a great Favourite of the King's, and a very 
owerful Man, Myles was forc'd to quit his Preten- 
ions, but was created Baron of Kingſale; and living 
afterwards altogether in Ireland, he never claim'd the 
Barony of Stoke-Courcy, but dying in the Beginning

Pale, Or, enfign*d on the Top with an e e 
Gules, a Lion rampant, holding a Factle-Axe, Or; 
Macedon, Sable, a Wolf faliant, Argent; Anuhl; 
Gules,. a Dog paſſant, Argent; and Ninus King of 
Babylon, bore Azure, a Dove cloſe, proper; ſo thy 
in the firſt Aſſumption of theſe Signs, every Man chole 
for himſelf the Repreſentaiion of ſome Beaſt, Bird 
Or other Creature, according to his Fancy. ;

The Goths and Vandals haying ſubdu'd the Romy 
Empire, and raiſed their Glory ro military Bravery, 
were naturally led to an high Eſteem of warlike At. 
chievements; and as they ſunk many Arts and Scien- 
ces, ſo they ſeem to have given new Lite to Heraldry, 
deriving their Enſigns and Titles of Honour from 
hat chiefly concern'd a Soldier; and as theſe Goth: 
and their Northern Allies, in the Room of the Roma 
Images, firſt brought in Armorial Bearings, and tram! 
mitted them to their Poſterity, as hereditary Marks 
of Honour; ſo did they alſo the Feudal Law, by Means 
of which, Arms grew up to greater Perfection. 

In Time of Battle, theſe northern and barbarous 
Nations charged their Shields and other Pieces of Ar- 
mour, with Figures of fierce Animals, as Lions, Tj: 
gers, Dragons, Boars, Wolyes, and horrible Chime- 
ra 's, thereby menacing and terrifying their Enemies, 
and ſuch as took Pleaſure in Wit and Craft, carry 
Serpents, Foxes, Owls, Dogs, and other Figures agres 
able; all which became regulated by Charles ti: 
Great, of France, (who conſtituted the twelve Peen 
of that Realm) and now are come to ſuch Perfection, 
that they are = Ornaments to the Placcs where 
they are erected, and often occaſion Strangers palin 
by, to enquire whoſe they are, and of what Famil 
their Bearer is deſgendeds 7 awd 
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Tournaments. 


For the better underſtanding of the Antiguity and 
Progreſs of Armories. as Wwe now have them, I ſhall 
h-re mention. two grand Occaſions, which very much 
contributed thereto, vize the Tournaments and Croi-

Tournaments, Juſtings, Tiltings, &c- were honou- 
rable Exerciſes formerly uſed by all Perſons of Note,

Name from Tourner, a French Word (to turn round) 
| becauſe, to be experc in theſe military Exerciſes, much: 
Agility both of Horſe and Man was requiſite, they 
riding round a Ring. or turning often, as there was 
W Occaſion, | = 

| Their Manner of aſſembling was thus: The Time 
and Place being appointed, Challenges were ſent 
abroad for ſuch who deſired to ſignalize themſelves at 
che Liſts, and proper Rewards prepar'd for the Victo- 
W rious, which drew a great Concourſe from all Parts. 
It was the Cuſtom of thoſe who went to theſe Exerci-- 
ſes, to be in a compleat military Equipage, with Arms 
on their Shields and Surcoats, and Capariſons . on 


their Horſes; their Eſquires riding before, carrying 


their Tilting Spears, with their Pennons of Arms at 
W them ; as alſo, the Helmets to be worn in the Exerciſe 
zdorn'd with Wreaths or Torſes of Silk, being of 
the Tinctures of the Arms and their Liveries, and 
thereon the Creſt, as in Plate 1, TY 
When a Knight, &c. came near the Barriers where 
the ſuſtings were to be held. he blew an Horn or 
Trumpet, at which the Heralds there attending, came 
orth and received his Name, Armorial Bearings, 
and other Proofs of his Nobility, which they recorde 


in their Books; from whence came Heraldry, or the 


Art of Blazon, (a German Word, ſignifying, to wind 
a Horn) now taken for a regular Deſcription of Arms

taken from the Habirs uſed in theſe Exerciſes, which 
were often of two Colours, and divided either P:le- 
ways, Feſs-ways, Bend-ways, or counterchanged in 
Quartering; and the Figures which they bore in theſe 
Folemnities, were Pales, Cheverons, Bends, Saltires, 
Scarfs, Annulets, Swans, Lions, Eagles, Stars, &c. 2 
which were placed within the Shield ; and they alle 
adorning the outſide, as in its preſent Perfection, i; 
what we now call an Atchieyement, i. e. a compleit 
Armorial Bearing. But here we muſt obſerve, that 
Coat Armour. was not allow'd to any who had never

rofore unknown in Arms, ſuch as the Bezants, Mart-

ſome Centuries after the Goſpel had diſpelled the 
Darknefs of Idolatry. In Proceſs of lime it ws 
brought up to bury in Churches, and then all Familie 
of Note appointed the Place of Repoſe for them and 
their Succeſſors, and erected ſtatelʒ of {vey adore 
ned with Figures, Coat-Armoyr, and Epitaphs.

CR OWNS, Coronets, and Garlands, being all 
Ornaments for the Head, and diſtin&ive Marks of 
Dignity, or Tokens of noble Exploits perform'd, I 
ſhall here deſcribe all ſuch as are worn by the Nobi- 
lity of Great Britain and Ire land, together with thoſe 
of his Majeſty and the Princes of the Blood Royal; 
but firſt the Imperial Crown. | 

1. The Crown Imperial, is made of pure Gold, 
label'd, and enrich'd with Gems, and clos'd at the 
Top, having a Globe and Croſs on it; bur near the 
Top it reſembles a Miter, being ſo deviſed to repre- 
ſenr a twofold Dignity united, that is, Prieſtly and 
Imperial; for in the Time of the Romans Glory, no 
Man might be Emperor, or King, but he was firſt to 
be a Prieſt. 

2. The Crown of Great Britain, enſign'd with a 
Mound and Croſs; this Crown is alſo clos'd at the 
Top, but different from the former, being clos'd by 
Semicircles of Gold meeting at the Mound, Globe, or 
Orb, on which the Croſs ſtands, and thoſe Semicir- 
cles adorn'd with Crofles Pattee, and Fleurs de his, 
all embelliſh'd with precious Stones.

12, A Cap of Maintenance, (or Dignity) which by 
the French is call'd a Chappeau; it is made of Crim- 
ſon Velvet, lin'd or turn'd up with Ermine, and worn 
by all Nobility ; taking its Name of Maintenance from 
that which 11 Tulius II. ſent with a Sword, to King 
— VIII. for his writing a Book againſt Martin

10. A Triumphal Crown or Garland, made of Lau- 
rel, worn by the firſt Roman Emperors in Token of 
Victory, and by them granted to their Generals, who 
had vanquiſh'd their Enemies, and had the Honour of 


a Trhumph granted them by the Senate of Rome, _ 
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to have been taken ſrom Apollo's crowning his H 
with Laurel, after killing the Delphick — hog us 

The Manner of the Roman Triumph, the higheſt 
Honour granted to their Generals, to encourage them 
to ſerve their Country with the utmoſt Bravery, was 
as follows: | 
They were mounted on a Chariot gilt with Gold, 
and adorn'd with precious Stones, themſelves in com- 
pleat Armour, holding the Generals Staff in their 
Hand, reſting on the Thigh, and the Triumphal 
Crown, or Garland, on their Head; the Chariot 
drawn by the fineſt Horſes that could be had, and 
fomerimes by Lions, like that of Mark Anthony ; or 
by Elephants, as that of Pompey, when he triumph'd 
over Africk. Kings, Princes, Generals of Armies 
and many other captive Commanders, chain'd two an 
two, their Hands bound behind their Backs, and 
hanging dowu their Heads, following the Triumphal 
Chariot. Attended by the Roman Cohorts, and Le- 
gions, richly adorn'd: Abundance of Trophies lying 
at their Feet, as Crowns of Gold, coſtly Veſſels full ol 
Gold and Silver Medals, Arms and Colours of the 
vangquiſh'd or conquer'd: Nations, follow'd by a grezr 
Number of choſen Warriors, whe having ſignaliz d 
themſelves in contributing towards the Victory and 
Conqueſt, at the Expence of their Blood, and with 
the Hazard of their Lives, were crown'd with Laure), 
and carry*d Palm Branches in their Hands. 

This was certainly the higheſt Pitch of Honour that 
Men could be rais'd to in this World, they being 
placed above the other Senators, (their Fellow Citi- 
Zens) like the Sun among the Stars.

Sovereign, Adoption, &c. and as the exterior Orna- 
ments are the Helmet, Mantle, Creſt, Supporters, Ef. 
crol, and Motto; fo when all theſe are marſhall'd toge- 
ther, as in the Arms of the foregoiug Nobility, chen 

the Atchievement is compleat. ; 
Note, In Blazoning of the exterior Ornaments, it is 
be no manner of Fault to repeat any Term of 

Art, Names of Tinctures, &c. twice. 

Arms call'd Original, Principal, and Parternal, ar: 
fuch as are borne by Deſcent from Father to Son, &c- 
Arms of Alliance are ſuch, (as when Heireſſcs mar- 
ry into other Families) are taken up by their Iſſue, :o 


ſhew their Deſcent Paternal and Maternal; and by 


this Means, the Memory of many ancient and noble 
Families extin& in the Male Line, is preſerv'd and 
convey'd to Poſterity, which is one of the principal 
Reafons of marſhalling ſeveral Coats pertaining to di- 
ſtinct Families in one Shield, ſometimes ro the Num- 
ber of 48, or more; and to blazon ſuch a Shield, you 
muſt ſay, He beareth quarterly of 48 Coats, &c. be- 
28 at the firſt, and ſo on to the laſt; as Plate 26.

Arms of Adoption, are thoſe which you take ſron 
another Family, to be quarter'd with your Paternal 
ones ; for Inſtance, the laft of a Family may by Will 
adopt a Stranger to poſſeſs his Name, Eſtate, and Arms, 
and thereby continue the Name and Grandeur of his 
Family in the World after his Deceaſe. This Practic 
is of long ſtanding ; for Joſephus, in his Hiſtory of 
the Jews tells us, that Abraham pres the Son of 
Aram, his Wife Sarah's Brother, before ſhe had 2 
Son: We alfo read, that Mordecai adopted Ether his 


Brother's Daughter ; and Moſes was adopted by Pha- 


ravh's Daughter, &c. And many Precedents may de 
given in our Age. But in this Caſe it is to be ob- 
feryed, that if the adopted Stranger be of more noble

GE will firſt give an Account of the great 
oe and important Services of the Heralds 
in former Times, how ancient Heral- 
dry hath been, their Employments in 
War and Peace, and in proclaiming 
and publiſhing weighty Affairs. 
” 0 I'D FI As for their Antiquity, they were in 
Requeſt among the ancient Greeks; Homer in his 
ſecond Book, ſpeaks of nine Heralds in the Grecian 
Army; and with the Romans they were in ſuch E- 
ſteem, that Numa Pompilius, the 2d King of Rome, 
iaſtirured a Society of Heralds, and Ancus Martius, 
his Grandſon, and fourth King of Rome, erected - 
College for them. 8 
Their Buſineſs was to determine of Peace and War, 
Leagues, Agreements, Wrongs offer'd or taken by 
them or their Enemies, and to execute martial Meſſa- 
ges, &c. and as the Romans ſtrove chiefly to obtain 
Honour, ſo the Heralds diſtributed Ornaments and 
* in all who performed worthy Actions at home 
and abroadee. fo 
The Roman Law ſtrictly prohibited any to take up 
Arms againſt an Enemy, owt the Conſent and Ap- 
probation of theſe Heralds z and one above the reſt, 
eing calld Pater Patratus, was crown'd with Ner-

The ſaid Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, alſo ordain'd, 
that (for the better obſerving the aforeſaid Order) 
all the Kings of Arms ſhould keep their Chapters once 
eyery Quarter of the Year, at leaſt, and that they 

ould make 2 Viſitations in their Provinces, or 
their Marſhals for them, every ſeventh Year. And he 

ikewiſe ordain'd, that the Heralds, at the Interment 
of every Gentleman, (where they were call'd to that 
Service) ſhould take the Pedigree, with diligent Exa- 
mination of old Folks, and record the ſame. 

The Heralds, in former Times, frequently attended 
their. Sovereigns in their Wars abroad; and in their 
Progreſs, were often diſpatch'd to other Princes, with 
e of War, as Defiances, &c. and if they re- 
ceiv'd any Violence or Affront from thoſe Princes to 
whom they were ſent, it was highly reſented by him 
whom they ſerv'd. 5 

In the Reign of King Edward III. Henry King of 
Caſtile, fent an Herald to the Black Prince, to know 
why he invaded his Kingdom; and in 1415, King 
Henry V. of England, ſending Antelope Purſuivant 
at Arms, from Southampton, to the French King, to 


demand Reſtitution of what he had detain'd u,

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fully from him; the ſaid King of France ſent Monti joy 
King of Arms, from Roan, to aſſure King Henry he 
would give him Battle. LED, 

The Emperor's Herald defy'd Francis I. King of 
France; and giving his Maſter all his Titles, of Ca- 
ſtile, Leon, Arragon, Naples, &c. in a long Roll, 
King Francis commanded his Heralds to receive the 
Challenge, and to repeat Francis as many Times as the 
other had Kingdoms and Petty Titles. | | 

At the Baptiſm of Madam Iſabelle of France, to 
whom King Henry VIII. of England was Godfather 
the Infant's Name was proclaim'd by the Kings and 
Heralds of Arms, both of France and England, ha- 
ving their Coats of Arms adorn'd with the Arms of 
both Kings. | 

In the Year 1635, a French Herald was ſent from 
Paris to Flanders, where, by Sound of Trumper, he 
denounced and proclaim'd War againſt the King of 
„Spain, and all his Dominions, and fix'd up and left che 
Defiance in all the Towns he paſs'd. q 
Belides Kings and Princes, divers Noblemen in 
ancient Time had alſo their Heralds and Purſuivants, 
as in the Reign of Richard II. Anno 1399, the Earl 
of Northumberland ſent an Herald named Northum- 
berland, to that King, for a ſafe Conduct, to come 
and commune with him. 

In 1436, the Duke of Glouceſter ſent his Herald 
named Pembroke, to deſy the Duke of Burgundy ; and 
the Duke ot Bedford had his Herald nam'd Bedford, 
whom he ſent to defy Charles VII. of France. | 

In 1496, the 13th of Henry VII. the. Earl of Surry 
ſent Norroy King of Arms, to the Captain of Hayton- 
Caſtle, (which was one of the ſtrongeſt Places between 
Ferwick and Edinburgh) to deliver him the ſaid Ca- 
ſtje, which he refuſed 3 and while the ſaid Earl lay 
at Hayron, the King of Scotland ſent to him March- 
mont, and another Herald, with a Challenge, either 
to fight Army to Army, or Perſon to Perſon. f 

Heralds have likewiſe been employ'd in juſts and 
Tournaments; and as to- Shields and Arms, we read 
that King Henry III. in the 28:h of his 3 Anno 
1244, commanced the Keepers of the Archbiſhoprick 


of Canterbury, that they cauſed to be bought a fair 
Stone to be laid upon the Body of Gerald Fitz-Mau- 
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rice, who was Juſtice of Ireland, and dy'd at Cin. 


terbury, and alſo commanded them to ſet thereon his 
Shield with his Arms.

Of che College of Heralds. 


T HIS College is ſeated upon St. Bennet's Hill, near 
Doctors Commons, and was the ancient Houſe of 
Thomas Stanley, Earl of Derby, who marry'd Marga- 
ret Counteſs of Richmond, Mother of Henry VII. and 
the Duke of Norfolk, having in lieu thereof exchang'd. 
Lands with the Crown, he procur'd the ſame to be 
beſtow'd by Queen Mary on the King's Heralds and 
Purfuivaines at Arms for ever; to the End thar they 
might reſide together, (if they pleas'd) and aſſemble 
and agree together, for the good Government of their 
Faculty, and that their Records might be there ſafely 
preſerv'd, &c. | 
Since the Fire of London, 1666, which conſum'd 
the whole Houſe, it is fairly and conveniently rebuilt, 
with a large Room for the keeping the Court of Ho- 
nour, together with a Library and Apartments for the 
Officers thereto belonging. * | | 
They were made a College or Corporation by Char- 
ter of King Richard III. and by him (being wholly 
employed and entruſted in regulating all Affairs be- 
longing to the Noble Science of Arms) had ſeveral 
Privileges granted them, as to be free from Subſidies, 
Tolls, and ail manner of Offices in the Kingdom ; all 
which Privileges were confirm'd by King Edward VI. 
in 1549, the third of his Reign; and for their regu- 
lar Proceedings, have a publick Signet, Wherewith 


they ſeal and authorize all Buſineſs concerted in the 


Office. | 

Of this Collegiate Society, are (beſides the Fart 
Marihal, which is their Head) four Kings of Arms, 
eight Heralds, and four Purſuivants; of all which,

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THIS great Office, which is hereditary in the No- 
ble Family of Howard, Dukes of Norfolk, (de- 
ſcended by the Mother's Side from Thomas de Mow= + 
bray, Earl of Nottingham, the firſt Earl Marſhal of 
England) is now manag'd by Deputation; the Right 
Honourable Francis Howard, Earl of Eifngham, being 
the preſent Deputy; and by the Statute of 31 Hen.

This Officer, who is Governor of the College of . 
Heralds, has ſometimes been the King's Lieutenant=

The Earl MarſhaPs Court is held in the College of 
Heralds, wherein he takes Cognizance of all Matters 
of War and Arms, being commonly guided by the 
Civil Law. | | 2 | 

He determines all Queſtions and Differences that 
may ariſe between the Heralds and other Perſons, 
concerning Pedigrees, Honour, Arms, Creſt, Sup- 
3 and Enſigns armorial; and he, or his Deputy 

eing Judge and Head of the College, has Power of 
making Rules, Ordinances, and Decrees, for regula- 
ting thereof, | | | 

As in the College of Heralds, the Arms of all the 
Families and Names in England, are (or ought to be) 
recorded, together with the Time when their Arms 
were San and upon what Occaſion; and as in the 
ud Office every Man's Fame and Digniry is preſery'd, 
his Lordſhip hath Power, by ſpecial Commiſſion, 
under the Great Seal of England, of prohibiring the 
Provincial Kings (which are Clarencieux and Norroy), 
o give and grant any new Arms without his Lord- 
ſhip's Conſent 3 and when any ſuch are uſurp*d, and 
unjuſtly borne, he has Power to examine and diſclaim 
the ſame, and to puniſh the Party chat ſhall falſely 
allume the Arms of another, „ 

He bears a Staff of Metal gilt, and tip'd with 
Plack, having the King's Arms enamel d on one End, 
ad his own at the other, and takes his Place "ru
